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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 37-62, 68-72, drawn to a navigation apparatus. 
Group II, claim(s) 63-64, drawn to a navigation method. 
Group III, claim(s) 65-67, drawn to a route data generation program. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups Mil -do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The groups listed 
above are not part of the permitted combination of different categories of inventions, in 
that the process and apparatus are each "a method for performing" rather than a 
•process of making a product, or an apparatus for performing process. As set forth in 
PCT/ISA/210, there is no special technical feature that defines a contribution over the 
prior art (see Denso Corp., JP-2002-365076A; Mitsubishi Corp., JP-11-265495A). 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A. A first embodiment of Fig. 1-1 1 . 

B. A second embodiment of Fig. 12-13.

distinctly different from the reception device that is registered and receives data. The 
data must match for each system. Obtaining and receiving may be unique, depending 
on the application, and will be considered so herein. Due to examiner burden, it is not 
possible to determine the full breadth of meaning of these terms in a specification of 134 
pages. In addition, the departure device of claim 1 is not registered. Therefore, these 
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claims are for different inventive systems, and are thus considered species. 
Additionally, there is no special technical feature, when combined as a whole that 
makes a contribution over the prior art (see Denso Corp., JP-2002-365076A; Mitsubishi 
Corp., JP-11-265495A).
